Dr. W. A. R. Kerr, 
Scholar, Teacher, 
Is Dead at 70 


For 32 years a proninent mem- 
ber of the University of Alberta 
and its president from 1936 to 
1941, Dr. W. A. R. Kerr died Fri- 
day night at his home, 10249 133 
street, after a brief illness. He | 
was 70 years old, 

He was one of Canada’s most out- 
standing educationists by reason of 
his academic equipment and experi- 
ence in many fields. As a French 
scholar he was considered unsur- 
passed in Canada. 

Dr. Kerr was chairman of the 
provincial government cancer com- 
mission when it was formed in 1941 
and directedwthe work in investigat- 
ing cancer cures. 

AN “ORIGINAL” 

He came.to the University of Al- 
berta as professor in modern lan- | 
guages on its formation in 1909 and 
in 1914 he was appointed dean of 
the faculty of arts and sciences, 
which he held until his appoint- 
ment as president in 1936, | 

| 

He submitted his resignation in 
May, 1941, following the action of 
the University senate in withdraw- 
ing the invitation to the late Prem- 
jer William Aberhart, to accept an 
honorary degree of doctor of lawe 
and to deliver the principal address 
at the annual convocation exercises 

Dr. William Alexander Robb 
Kerr was born at Toronto in 1875 
He was educated at Upper Canada 
College and the University of Tor- 
onto, from which he was graduated 
in 1899 with his BA and in 1901 with 
his MA. He carried out  post- 
graduate work at Harvard Univer- 
sity, 1902; University of Paris. 
France, 1903; obtained his Ph.D 
from Harvard in 1904 and in 1935 
was awarded a doctor of laws de- 
gree by the University of Alberta. 
AT UPPER CANADA 

Prior to coming here, he had been 
modern language master at Upper | 
Canada College in 1899-1901; pro- 
fessor of romantic languages at 
Adelpbi College, Brooklyn, 1904. 
1909. He was vice-chairman, Car- 
negie Canadian committee on mod- 
ern languages, 1924-28, 

He wat appointed officer ot 
public instruction of France in 
1935 and 1935 was made a Cheval- 
ier of the Legion of Honor of | 
France. He served as president of 
French-Canadian committee of 
Edmonton.

The soldiers were some of the 
five-year service men permitted to 
leave the battlefields before Christ- 
man and returned to Canada for a 
30-day leave. They claimed they 
were “receiving unfair treatment.”

Reinforce Law 


Veterans’ Jobs 
Are Guaranteed 
By Legislation 


OTTAWA, Jan. 20.—(CP)— 
Labor Minister Mitchell last night 
announced regulations reinforc- 
ing legislation assuring service 
personnel reinstatement to their 
former employment after dis- 
charge. y 
The 1942 legislation ensured that 
veterans had three months to go 
back to their jobs if discharged at 
home and four months if discharged 
overseas. 

The new regulations guarantee 
this interval between discharge and 
reinstatement, regardless of wheth- 
er an employer may in the mean- 
time offer the applicant an imme. | 
diate return to his employment. 


NEED REST PERIOD 
It is felt that those discharged 
from the forces may require a per- 


jod of rest or re-orientation, 
Here is a summary of the main| 


points of the regulations: | 

1, A man called for army training 
and rejected may claim reinstate-| 
ment, 


2. A man delayed by reason of | 
hospitalization in returning to 
empioyment after discharge will 
be reinstated and is assured of 
being able to count on continuity 
of service for seniority, and pen- 
sion. 


3. A discharged man directed to! 
essential war industry can claim re- 
instatement to his pre-enlistment | 
occupation when he no longer is 
needed in the war job. 

4. If an employer, with more than | 
one establishment, cannot reason- 
ably reinstate his former employee | 
in the enterprise he left, he must 
find a place for the veterans in one | 
of his other establishments, 


TEN MONTH LIMIT 


5. A veteran requiring recupera- | 
tion time will be allowed to claim | 
reinstatment within nine months if | 
| discharged in Canada and 10) 
| months if discharged overseas. 

6, Reinstated employees are to | 
be promoted or given such pay | 
increases as is the practice to give 
for length of service and the em- | 
ployer must take into account the 
| time spent in the armed, forces | 
and any useful skill acquired 
while in the forces, 


| 7, Where it is the policy of the 
employer to give vacation with pay, | 
time spent with the forces is to be| 
counted as time ip the service of | 
the employer in arriving at the! 
period of vacation to be given. | 

8. Reinstaten ent officers will be} 
available for consultation by vet- | 
erans on the reinstatement regula- | 
tions.

Vernon Pearson was re-elected 
to head the board of directors of 
the Royal Alexandra hospital 
when members met Friday eve- 
ning for the first time this year. 
Alfred Farmilo was re-elected 
vice-chairman and T. P. Robarts 


was re-appointed  secretary- 
treasurer 
Ald. H. D. Ainlay took his place 


on the board for the first time Fri 
day 

Financial statement for 1944 
showed that the hospital was oper 
ated at a deficit of $108,650, Total 
for the year were $687,996 
was $56,000 more than in 
1945. The over-all cost per pati 
ent day was $4.04, an incrense of 
18 cents over the previous year 


CASH POSITION 

The cash position of the hospital 
is revealed to be much better than 
in the previous year with an over 
all cash surplus of $20,000. This is 
largely due to the collection of out 


costs 
which 


standing accounts As a result the 
whole of the city of $75,000 
was placed with the Sinking Fund 
Board to the credit of the hospital

grant 


for replacements and building 
tal credit in the fund 
about $190,000 

The special committee on the 
projected five-year extension pro 
gram reported that the city fin 
ance committee had agreed to the 
initial steps of the program, in 
cluding the building of a new 
power plant of greater capacity 
than the present one, and the ex 
tension of the front entrance of 
the hospital building The city 
commissioners agreed to recom- 
mend to city council that immedi- 
ate steps be taken, and if pos 
sible, to get the work started this 


summer. The matter will come 
before council Monday evening. 
City commissioners further 


agreed to endorse the contemplat 
/ed hospital annex for the accom 
modation of chronic disabilities of 
aged patients who are at present 
occupying beds in the hospital 
Members of the board stressed that 
the space is needed urgently and 
that the matter should be pressed 

During 1944 there was a record 
number of 1,706 births in the hos 
pital, 897 male and 827 female, it 


was reported by Dr. A. F. Ander 
son, superintendent. The secretary 
treasurer's report revealed that 


since the provincial Maternity 
Hospitalization Act went into force 
last April, the provincial 
ment of public health has paid the 
hospital about $45,000 for maternity

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A Tragic Situation 


If the reports from Quebec City of the 
mutiny of conscripts in Valcartier Camp 
and failure of drafted troops to return to 
other military centres in Canada are true, 
Canada’s system of recruiting men to fight 
this war has fallen into a tragic condition. 

The news about conscript behavior for 
the past several days has been sombre. 
Censorship has fallen heavily upon the 
situation and even reports of what has 
happened to conscripts recently in the Ed- 
monton district have been suppressed. 

Nevertheless it’ is clear.that the absurd 
order issued by the defence department 
drawing all these draftees back into their 
home constituencies and then turning 
them loose on leave has resulted in a vir- 
tual melting away of almost entire units. 
The men have simply disappeared. 

And now comes this expose from Que- 
bee which reveals the alleged fact that mu- 
tinous draftees have virtually taken over 
an important military camp and are in 
open revolt. 

There is, of course, only one answer to 
this disgraceful story of desertion and mu- 
tiny and it is an answer that the majority 
of Canadians will demand that the Gov- 
ernment immediately make. 

That answer is to employ, at long last, 
the full mach equal and, 
impartial c ription for overseas Service 
on every Canadian of military age without 
fear or favor. . 

In other words, Canadians demand that 
Ottawa cause the machinery of democracy 
to operate in the democratic way of equal 
responsibility, equal obligation and equal 
privilege. 

There can be no further trifling, no fur- 
ther political jugglery with this grave situ- 
ation. 

Doubtless courts martial will follow 
this disgraceful series of events.

For their radio is telling them 
there is no possibility of building up “fron- 
tal resistance” strong enough to stop the

New Zealand Wants Wheat 


The chairman of the wheat board says 
New Zealand is negotiating for “several 


million bushels” of Canadian wheat, while | 


, there is a prospect that Australia will buy 
oats and barley from the Dominion—if 
the barley can be spared. 

This of course is a result of the drought 
in Australia, That country ordinarily sup- 
plies New Zealand with wheat and grows 
all the grain of other Jrinds that it needs. 
The severity of the drought is indicated 
by the prospect that orders may be placed, 
by both countries, In Canada. 

The crop failure in Australia coincides 
with an unusual demand for food supplies 
in the part of the world which the “down 
under” dominions are best located to pro- 
vide—if they had the supplies. Assuming 
that the United States is directly taking 
care of the needs of its forces in the south- 
west Pacific, the British sea and land 
forces there and in Burma are nearer to 
Australia and New Zealand than to any 
other area where western foods are ordin- 
arily produced in quantity. 

The world situation being what it is, 
the failure of the Australian crop is a seri- 
ous matter for the Allied countries. 
Whether or not Canada exports directly to 
the two sister-dominions, the demand for 
Canadian grains must of necessity grow 
stronger in consequence. 


Mr, Mclvor said some time ago that 


Canada is not likely to have a carryover 
of more than 200 million bushels of wheat 
at the end of this marketing year. The 
situation in the Pacific seems to confirm 
that prediction. y 

The air service between Canada and 


Australia has been broadened, and civil- 
ians in either country may now send let- 
ters by air to people in the other. This will 
help bring home to people in Canada the 
remarkable fact that planes are now fly- 
ing on regular schedule over the long 
route which not many years ago Capt.

Birth Certificates 

| Editor, Bulletin: It is unfortunate 
that your correspondent “SOS”, saw 
fit, to air what he considers a griev- 
ance before making himself 
acquainted, with the law of Eng- 
| land. 

I was born in the County of Kent, 
England, in 1871 nearly 74 years 
ago and J have my birth certificate, 
| obtained at the time of registration 
for a few cents. 

My wife, a year or two younger, 
born in another part of England, 
also has her birth certificate ob- 
tained in a similar manner for a 
)similar fee, so that when “SOS” 
states that “things were different 
in England 50 years ago” his knowl- 
edge of these matters is very vague. 

For the benefit of SOS and 
others who may find themselves in 
the same predicament, I quote an 
extract from the law governing the 
registration of births in England: 

“When a birth takes place, per- 
sonal information of it must be 
given to the registrar, and the reg- 
ister signed in his presence, by one 
of the following persons: (1) The 
father or mother of the child, or if 
they fail; (2) the occupier of the 
house in which the birth happened, 
or (3) a person present at the birth, 
or (4) the person having charge of 
the child. 

“The duty of attending to the 
registration therefore rests firstly 
on the parents and one of them 
must within 42 days of the birth, 
give to the Registrar by word of 
mouth the information needed to 
enable him to register and must 
sign the register in his presence 
and if they fail to do this, or those 
otherwise mentioned above, they 
become liable to a penalty of forty 
shillings.”

that price. 

As many have to depend on the 
| sale of eggs for a living, should it 
| Not.be the duty of the war time 
price board to place a just price on 
eggs in order that those who must 
depend on their sale, obtain remun- 
eration syfficient to obtain a suit- 
| able living. Eggs, if I am informed 
right, cannot be produced at this 
time for less than thirty cents per 
dozen. If the farmer who produces 
grain must and does receive assist- 
| ance, it is only just thaé the pro- 
| ducer of eggs receive like treat- 
| ment. Thirty cents per dozen for 
| ungraded eggs to the farmer or pro- 
| ducer would help a lot and I don’t 

think the consumers would object

British Editor 
Gives Warning 


To Britain, U.S. 


Dr. J, H. Oldham, noted British 
church editor, warned here that 
Great Britain and the United 
States are being “driven” to 
courses of action which are 
“utterly wrong in themseluves” 
and “destructive of anything 
that can be called civilization.” 


He expressed concern, particu- 
larly, at the possibility of post- 
war transfers of populations, 
Writing in the Christian News 
Letter, Dr, Oldham urged the Al- 
lied governments “to preserve in 
their own conduct a high standard 
of international action.” He called 


for national self-examination “to 
see whether the conviction is 
strong enough that the only force 
that can prevail against tyranny 
and inhumanity” is “an unconquer- 
able faith in the dignity of the 


human person as a child of God 
and reverence for man as man.” 


GIVES COMMENT 
Commenting on the 
tion” of European society 
by weakening of “conventional 
standards” and the loss for many 
of the meaning of such words as 
charity, geod faith, tolerance, 
justice, the churchman said: 


“It would be the greatest mis- 
take to suppose that Great Brit- 
ain and America are immune 
from the canker which is eating 
into the vitals of European so- 
ciety. Among ourselves also, the 
selfish interest of individuals and 
groups is obscuring the right un- 
derstanding of freedom, and 
undermining the essential foun-

health-bringing doctor is quite 


contrary to the truth, 

We have been spared thus far 
from acute conflicts which have 
created disorder in countries that 
have been subjected German 
occupation. The poison of nihilism 
has penetrated less widely and 
deeply into our r ynal life than 
has happened elsewhere. But the 
evils that are devouring Europe 
have also infected our own life, and 
we have to be saved ourselves if 
we are to help in saving others.”

| TODAY'S MESSAGE | 
Flattery 


LATTERY has been a Snare ever since the spirit of evil 
wrought discontent in the mind of Adam. “Meddle not 
with him that flattereth with his lips,” says Scripture. His- 
tory has been prolific in leaders who let flattery take hold 
of their minds, to the ruin of themselves and their follow- 
ers. None can conceive how much misery and pain must be 
laid at the sycophant’s door. From Nero to Hitler, the 
pattern is ever the same. 


Men rightfully expect praise when they have accomp- 
lished some difficult task or discharged faithfully obliga- 
tions imposed upon them. But flattery is not praise. 
Praise is honest; it is a reward for what has been done. 
Flattery is a mirage built upon deceit; an intoxication that 
blunts the mind, closes it to reality. 


Flattery does not always evolve tragedy on the grand 
scale. It remains, nevertheless, a predominant social sin, 
wreaking its havoc in little lives as well as great. Its vic- 
tim may be the bookkeeper whose friends have told him so 
often he is “too good for his job” that now he has become 
morose and unhappy; the housewife and mother who was 
quite contented until someone suggested “she should be on 
the stage; the farm boy who has grown to hate the coun- 
try because he has been assured that “with your brains 
and talent, a great future awaits you in the city.” 


Flattery is harmless only when recognized for its fal- 
sity and folly. A story in point concerns King Canute of 
England, who was surrounded by enemies seeking to de- 
ceive him by extravagant flatteries. He had his throne car- 
ried to the edge of the sea, and, as the tide rolled in, or- 
dered the waves to retire. Of course, the tide continued 
to advance until the waves covered the king’s ankles. Turn- 
ing to his coterie of confused flatterers, the monarch ex- 
claimed: “See how empty and vain is the power of an 
earthly king compared to Him who alone can say to the 
waves: ‘Thus far may you go and no further’.” The basic 
stupidity of flattery is that it so often tries to turn men 
into supermen.

quotations and their attempts to “fix” games. 


He emphasized that “legitimate «© 


operators—” book- 
makers in most large cities who 
specialize in basketball and foot 
ball wagers—are just as angry 


over the current situation as are 
college officials and promoters. 
They are angry because activities 
of “small time, fly by night bookies” 
and crooked gamblers cause regular 
clients of the “legitimates” to be 
come suspicious of the sport, he 
explained. Moreover, sudden rum- 
ors of “fixes” (though usually un 
founded) cause such lop sided 
national betting on important games 
that the legits . n not balance their 
books—can't lay off to other books, 
and consequently wind up the day 
with “frozen” surpluses on artifical- 


permanent 


ly hot favorites. When these favo- 
rites win, the legits take it on the 
chin, 
INCOME IS COMMISSION 
HE operator from D— con- 
tinued, “the basis of income 
in legitimate bookmaking is the 
commission obtained from a bal- 


anced book, not from trying to out 
smart or victimize the clients 

“In basketball, for example, | 
offer a point handicap on a game 
—a handicap that has been set 
in the city of M— at noon on the 
day of the game by the smartest 
and best informed basketball 
handicappers in the country. Per- 
haps the handicappers have made 
team “A” the 7-point favorite over 
team “B”. The client bets on 
either team at odds of 6 to 5. 
If “A” wins the game by more 


than 7 points, it’s a favorite 
victory, If “A” has a margin 
of less than 7, it’s an under- 
dog victory. If the “A” margin 
is exactly 7, heither bettor 
wins; and | get no commission. 


Yes, there are plenty of draws 
like that. If two men had bet 
$1,200 each—one on “A” and the 
other on “B’— my commission 
would have been $20, no matter 
which won, 

“This is much different 
spread cutting—the kind 
causing most of the trouble at 
Madison Square Garden and other 
places. 

For the spread, bookies would 
take the handicap of 7 points and 
spread it to 6-7-8. The client, betting 
at even money, gives the bookie 
8 points if wager is on the favorite, 
but receives only 6 if he bets on 
the underdog.

fan makes a spread bet he is taking 
not only the normal chance of 
losing: but he is giving the bookie 
the advantage of the middle or 
handicap figure, which has been 
determined by “experts.” The fan is 
betting that those experts do not 
know their business; but they do, 

“It is their business to deter- 
mine the exact borderline of 
prowess between the two teams, 
in order to stimulate difference 
of opinion—and thus stimulate 
betting on both teams, giving the 
commission men action and a bal- 
anced book. It is remarkable how 
often the M handicappers hit 
the marain of difference right on 
the nose. The consistency with 
which the middle figure arrives 
in important games is a major 
cause for the increasing yells of 
fix.
